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Council Supports Move to Designate 
Center School as a Historic Site

The preservation of Greenbelt Center School in its 
original exterior appearance was given a significant boost 
on December 5 when Greenbelt's city council decided to 
join with the Art Deco Society of Washington in asking 
that the building be designated as a county historic site. 
The move by council is aimed at saving the landmark 
structure while at the same time encouraging the county 
Board of Education to renovate the interior of the building 
for continuing classroom use. The concurrent recommen¬ 
dations of the city and the Art Deco Society must now 


be considered by the Prince G 
ervation Commission and be 
county council. 

The ^city’s decision came after 
council had earlier in the evening 
conducted a public hearing on the 
subject. During the hearing, Leta 
Mach, President of the school’s 
PTA, gave the views of that or¬ 
ganization to council. In- a pre¬ 
pared statement, Mach recalled 
that the PTA had “emphasized 
the heritage of our school” in a 
statement to the Board of Edu¬ 
cation in August, and “That is 
why we asked that the front wall 
of the school be saved when the 
building is renovated.” But, Mach 
-tokt council, “The primary tirni- 
corn of the Greenbelt Center 
Elementary School PTA is the 
education of our children. For 
that reason, we strongly support 
the desperately needed renova¬ 
tion of Center School. . . . We 
have no objection to the designa¬ 
tion of Center School as a county 
historic site if this designation 
does not jeopardize or postpone 
the renovation of the school.” 

Mach suggested that , , it 
may well be that the best way 
to renovate . , , would involve

knocking out a wall such as the 
(north-facing exterior) cafeteria 
wall, which is not original. . . . 
We believe flexibility is crucial 
to meeting the educational needs 
of our school and preserving its 
special character.” Mach conclud¬ 
ed by saying that “The . . . PTA 
is happy to support anything 
which recognizes the special 
worth of our school while still 
permitting it to change as con¬ 
ditions require.” 

Other Spokesmen 

Alan Virta, President of the 
county's Historic Preservation 
Commission, told council that the 
PTA position is compatible with 
the historic site preservation 
guidelines. Richard Striner, 
President of the Art Deco So¬ 
ciety of Washington, expressed 
his pleasure with the PTA po¬ 
sition. 

Council also heard from Keith 
ChernikofF and Albert Herling. 
both of whom supported the pro¬ 
posed designation of the school 
as a historic site. Herling ex¬ 
pressed concern that the combi¬ 


nation of preservation and reno¬ 
vation might lead to thoughts of 
moving part or all of the build¬ 
ing’s facade. He voiced his hope 
that the facade will be left 
where it is in what he called its 
“original glory.” 

Council also considered a re¬ 
port by the city’s Advisory Plan¬ 
ning Board, which recommended 
that the city join with the Art 
Deco Society as a co-sponsor. Ac¬ 
cording to APB, designation as 
a historic site would permit 
routine maintenance of the 
school’s exterior. Changes to the 
exterior would require guidance 
by historical preservationists and 
approval by the county's Historic 
Preservation Commission. If the 
city objected to such changes, a 
two-thirds vote of the Commis¬ 
sion would be necessary before 
the changes could proceed. In 
addition, the city would get to 
review any work permit applica¬ 
tion for exterior work before its 
approval. 

Council members had some 
misgivings because no represen¬ 
tative of the Board of Education 
had attended the pubtic hearing. 
There was also concern that the 
Board of Education could decide 
on a cost basis not to renovate a 
“preserved” Center School, but 
instead to transfer its educational 
functions elsewhere. 

Nonetheless, council voted 
unanimously to join in sponsor¬ 
ship of the historic site applica¬ 
tion, but with the concerns of 
Center School PTA that reno¬ 
vation not be jeopardized or de¬ 
layed made a part of the city’s 
request. 


Holiday Inn Opens lor Business 
In Maryland Trade Center Park

The city's first hotel, Holi¬ 
day Inn-Greenbelt, opened 
with class on November 21. 
Marking the occasion was a 
week of events starting 
with a reception for secre¬ 
taries, followed by a V.I.P. 
bash and ending with rib¬ 
bon-cutting ceremonies. 

The 208-room, full-service ho¬ 
tel, is located in the 34—acre 
Maryland Trade Center Park ad¬ 
jacent to the Greenway Shopping 
Center. Overlooking the BaltL 
more-Washington Parkway and 
the Beltway, the seven-story, 
winter-white stucco structure can 
be expanded to 400 rooms. The 
hotel w T ill eventually assume a 
cross shape to allow for the in¬ 
crease. 

The hotel was constructed 
mainly with prefabricated ma¬ 
terials. Cement walls, ceilings 
and floors were brought to the 
site, then assembled and stacked 
like dominoes. There are 101 
king-leisure rooms and 92 dou¬ 
ble-doubles (two double bedi 


in a room), as well as 13 rooms 
for the handicapped. Featured 
also is a 212-seat combination 
restaurant/lounge, called Cele¬ 
brations, which overlooks an out¬ 
door pool, deck and dining area. 

The project is a joint venture 
between Coakley & Williams, Inc. 


and Sunstates Properties, Inc. 
of Raleigh, North Carolina. 

Coakley & Williams was also 
the general contractor and its 
Hotel Division is managing and 
operating the facility. The Holi¬ 
day Inn-Greenbelt is the com-

Processing of Subcontracts 
Delays Cable TV Hook-ups

The City of Greenbelt has cable TV, but it might be a 
long time before all residents can enjoy its benefits. Right 
now, about five hundred free-standing homes have cable, 
a small portion of the city's 8000 dwellings. 


One of the problems, according 
to Storer Cable Systems Mana¬ 
ger Charles Hookey, is the need 
to work out sub-contracts with 
the various housing develop¬ 
ments in Greenbelt. According to 
Hookey, agreements have been 
completed with GHI and Windsor 
Green, and also with Charles- 
towne Village. “We’ve just about 
wrapped up Greenbriar,” he add¬ 
ed, stressing that once the con¬ 
tract is awarded, a great deal of 
time goes into planning before 
any actual work is done. (An 
agreement with Greenbriar was 
signed on December 14, see pho¬ 
to). Storer owns the cables, but 
the company relies on C & P 
Telephone Company and PEPOO 
to rent the space for installing 
them. 

Storer was awarded the Green¬ 
belt franchise in January, 1982. 
At that time, the company said 
it would take 18 months to get 
ready to offer service to the resi ¬ 
dents, However, this deadline has 
not been realized. According to 
Mike McLaughlin, Greenbelt ad¬ 
ministrative assistant, the city 
council is aware of the time fac¬ 
tor involved in securing agree¬ 
ments with the various subdivi¬ 
sions and has met with Storer to 
keep posted on the company’s 
progress in the city. McLaughlin 
says “it appears they’re (Storer) 
over-extended adding that the 
company has several other fran¬ 
chises besides Greenbelt. 

Hookey says it will oe some

time before all of the ci;y gets 
wired for cable, specifically be¬ 
cause of the required sub-agree¬ 
ments. Work has begun in the 
G.H.I. area. Not all of the city 
has been marketed yet either. 

An original offering by the 
company of 12 channels (five 
access and seven local stations) 
was denied by the Federal Com¬ 
munications Commission. The 
FCC ruled that Storer’s plans to 
market the 12 channels on a Uni¬ 
versal Tier would be discrimina¬ 
tory against other local channels. 
There are 17 local channels in the 
Baltimore - Washington area; 
Storer’s plan would have excluded 
five of the local stations. Hookey 
says the company’s plan now is 
to market all 17 channels on the 
universal tier, which, except for 
an installation charge, is free. 
Hookey could offer no date for 
having all of Greenbelt wired; 
however, the city council is plan¬ 
ning for that day. During tne 
past month, the council conducted 
interviews for appointment to the 
Public Access Advisory Commit¬ 
tee. McLaughlin says this com¬ 
mittee, appointed December 12, 
will oversee some of the cable 
programming for Greenbelt. 

As of now, the city’s Municipal 
building is hooked up, and plans 
are underway for the wiring of 
the Recreation and Youth Gen- 
ters. Hookey says Storer should 
start on Windsor Green by the 
end of the year, but it’s going to 
be a while before cable is on 
many of the TV sets of Greenbelt.

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Role Overstated 

To the Editor: 

Your article on the tax dif¬ 
ferential legislation in the De¬ 
cember 15, issue by Charles F. 
Schwan, Jr. overstated my role 
and failed to give credit to many 
other persons. The article stated 
that I headed a small group of 
municipal officials who met with 
County Executive Glendening and 
his representatives to work out 
the tax differential formula and 
guidelines. That is not correct. 

I chaired a group of adminis¬ 
trators who prepared alternative 
formulas for a Tax Differential 
Committee of elected and ap¬ 
pointed officials of the Prince 
Georges Municipal Association. 
The Committee was ably chaired 
by Councilman James Cross of 
Laurel. Mayor Weidenfeld was 
an active committee member. The 
negotiations resulting in the bill 
enacted were between that com¬ 
mittee and the County Execu¬ 
tive's staff. Mayor Guy Tiberio of 
Riverdale and President of the 
Municipal Association, also was 
actively involved in the negotia¬ 
tions. 

Equity to municipal taxpayers 
to eliminate double taxation for 
services only provided by the mu¬ 
nicipal government has been an 
issue which elected municipal off- 
cials throughout the state have 
been trying to correct for more 
than 15 years. Richard Pilski, 
when Mayor, served on the com¬ 
mittee of municipal officials that 
first achieved a tax rebate from 
the county. The strong support of 
all city council members over this 
period of time in Greenbelt and 
municipal officials statewide was 
necessary to override the opposi¬ 
tion of county officials. State leg¬ 
islation was necessary and all of 
Greenbelt's members of the Gen¬ 
eral Assembly worked hard to 
obtain passage. 

Equitable tax differential in 
Prince Georges County required 
the concerted efforts of many 
persons over an extended period 
of time, and credit is due to all 
who helped.

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Greenbelt Profile 

Toni Bram ... A Woman on Council

Antoinette (Toni) Bram 
is Greenbelt's newest city 
councilmember, elected in a 
tough-fought contest in Sep¬ 
tember. Guarding her pri¬ 
vacy, and somewhat wary of 
the press, she graciously 
welcomes this reporter into 
her home. She answers ques¬ 
tions with forthrightness in 
spite of her earlier hesita¬ 
tion about being interviewed. 

Bram lives in an orderly, com¬ 
fortable split-level Boxwood 
home with her husband, Ralph, 
and two children, Jennifer and 
Tim. A second daughter is mar¬ 
ried and a third lives on the Uni¬ 
versity of Maryland campus. 

Bram has little to say about 
the bitter dispute waged in her 
first try for a seat on the City 
Council. When then Mayor Rich¬ 
ard Castaldi was elected to the 
County Council, Toni was among 
eight candidates seeking to fill 
the vacancy. She garnered two 
votes while candidate Bob Zug- 
by held the remaining two votes. 
No councilman wanted to change 
his vote and the city seemed 
locked in a bitter power struggle. 
Bram then withdrew her name 
and Zugby was appointed. She 
disliked the controversy and did 
not want to throw the city into a 
costly election just a few months 
before the regular election was 
to be held, she says. 

It wasn't until May or June, 
she recalls, that friends encour¬ 
aged her to run for the city 
council and she seriously con¬ 
sidered the matter. This would 
be her very first try at political 
office in her own right. Previ¬ 
ously, she had worked in the 
campaigns of others, had served 
on a host of committees, had 
performed numerous volunteer 
jobs — from washing dishes at a 
St. Hugh's pqt luck to coaching 
the Boys and Girls Club basket¬ 
ball team — as well as being on 
the city’s Advisory Planning 
Board and the Parks and Recre¬ 
ation Advisory Board — that 
convinced her she knew enough 
people and had enough experi¬ 
ence to be elected. Nevertheless, 
she feels that “It is hard for a 
woman to run for anything,” 
Look at the city, she gestures 
and exclaims, “It's run almost 
entirely by men!” 

She was elected in a cam¬ 
paign that cost $1500. She had no 
mailouts. Family members were 
her biggest contributors. She

knocked on every door in Green¬ 
belt except a few that her hus¬ 
band Ralph called on. Ralph silk- 
screened her signs in the back¬ 
yard one hot summer day. He 
had never done it before. But, 
with a little help from the art 
supply store and their daugh¬ 
ter, Simone, who knew something 
about the silkscreening process 
they managed to print 100 signs. 
The election was a family affair, 
which even her 82-year old moth¬ 
er joined, handing out literature 
at the polls on that sultry elec¬ 
tion day afternoon. 

Once elected in her own right, 
Bram feels she has earned the 
respect of the entire council. “We 
work as a team,” she proclaims. 
She says she senses none of the 
hostility that marked her during 
the dispute over filling the va¬ 
cancy. 

Moreover, she says she is an 
independent person on the city 
council and doesn't mind if oth¬ 
ers disagree with her. “I'm no 
one's clone,” she pointedly re¬ 
marks. “I do my own research 
and I make my own decisions 
based on the greater good.” 

She readily admits that she 
had strong disagreements with 
members of the Advisory Plan¬ 
ning Board (APB) and Parks 
and Recreation Advisory Board 
(PRAB) on issues, but those 
same people whom she battled 
were among her strongest sup¬ 
porters when she decided to run 
for the city council, she notes. 

There are significant issues 
facing the city, she says. “The 
inter-county connector is not 
dead,” and she fears the traffic 
congestion that would ensue if 
that highway ever permanently 
resurrects itself. She is con¬ 
cerned about development and 
quality control, and air pollution 
in Greenbelt, noting that it was 
so high this year that for the 
first time Greenbelt was regularly 
mentioned by the Council of 
Governments for hazardous air 
quality. 

The dog issue she feels was 
“overblown by people who are 
afraid of dogs and cats.” But she 
admits that rabies is a most ser¬ 
ious problem, and a stronger or¬ 
dinance is needed for that reason 
alone. 

Activist 

Bram seems to typify the for¬ 
mula for a Greenbelt activist. A 
native of Washington, she lived 
in a Greenbelt Homes, Inc. frame 
home on Plateau Place when she 


and Ralph were first married. 
They moved around the country 
and abroad for several years 
while Ralph was being trans¬ 
ferred from one job to another. 
Then the family returned to 
Greenbelt. She has been active in 
numerous volunteer organzations. 

She had graduated from col¬ 
lege, but over the years had taken 
courses in Rome, Italy; San Die¬ 
go, California; Lafayette, Indi¬ 
time — to the family's second 
and design — whatever interest¬ 
ed her at the time. Finally, after 
coming back to Greenbelt the last 
time — in the family's second 
home in Boxwood (they sold the 
first one when they moved briefly 
to Florida, coming back to buy 
the house next door), she decided 
she would pursue a degree in ur¬ 
ban studies at the University of 
Maryland at night. She did this 
and graduated summa cum laude. 
Then she enrolled in graduate 
school during the day, working 
toward a history degree because 
that's where her real interests 
lie. The election forced her to 
drop out for a semester. 

She enjoys school, but feels 
that even at the University of 
Maryland, women — particularly 
older women — are discriminated 
against. She resents the patron¬ 
izing air of some male professors 
but says she will not be deterred 
from earning her degree. 

Does she aspire to any other 
office? “I'm not a political per¬ 
son,” she proclaims. She enjoys 
being on the city council. But 
she also wants to protect her pri¬ 
vacy — difficult to achieve when 
one lives in a small town and is 
a public figure.

Kerosene heaters, while pro¬ 
viding needed warmth, can be 
hazardous if used improperly. 
Kerosene heaters are legal in 
all occupant-owned free-standing 
homes and also in one and two- 
family occupant-owned town- 
houses if there is a fire wall be¬ 
tween every other occupant. In 
rented occupancies, written per¬ 
mission must be given by the 
owner.
